The Premature Tariff Bill—-New Georgia

WasHincton, March 19.——[Special.]—The 
McComas anti-gerrymandering bill was not 
reported favorably today. It was, however, 
considered by the committee on the election of 
president and vice-president. The democratic 
members offered amendments which were 
yoted down by a united republican vote, which 
goes to show that every republican member of 
the committee favors the bill. A final voteon 
reporting the bill favorably te the house will 
be taken in committee on Saturday. It will 
then go through by a strictly party vote. The 
present intention of the republican leaders is to 
consider it in the Rouse at the very earliest 
possible moment and pass it. As soon as this 
is disposed of by the committee, the Lodge 
national election law bill will be taken up by 
the same committee and considered. Mr. 
Lodge, who is chairman of the commit- 
tee, says that every Wpublican on 
the committee will vote to _ report 
it favorably tothe house, and that then he 
will rush it to a vote in order that the senate 
to pass it, even

the bill will become a law in time to 
be enforced at the congressional elec- 
tions next fafl. There are a number of 
republicans in the house who have repeatedly 
stated that. they would not support a national 
election law in any shape, but as Reed and all 
the leaders seem to have determined to pass 
the Lodge measure, these men will undoubt- 
ed'y be whipped into line, and it seems now 
that the bill is certain to pass the house. In 
the senate, however, the republicans are going 
to have a deal of trouble in getting this meas- 
ure through. Already certain southern mem- 
bers are preparing long-winded speeches. One 
senator has prepared a speech which will con- 
sume thirty days in delivery, and others, when 
the time comes, will have equally long ones. 
Under the rules of the senate it requires unan- 
inous consent to fix a day upon which a vote 
shall be taken upon any measure. 
THE PREMATURE TARIFF BILL. 

A majority of the ways and means commit- 
tee have already begun to feel the effect of 
the premature publication of parts of their 
tariff bill. Murmurings of discontent and dis- 
satisfaction are buzaing about their ears. 

Friends of every interest which the bill 
hurts have hastened to its defense, and the 
comunittee room was crowded today with mem- 
bers who demanded changes in some particu- 
lar schedule, or as they said, the party could 
gotothe old Harry. It is understood that 
New England shoe men will be here in great 
numbers tomerrow to protest against the duty 
imposed on hides. The republican members 
of the commtttee refuse to talk about the bill, 
and as the democratic members have not had 
@ glimpse of it as yet, they do not care to ex- 
press their opinions on the published reports, 
which may contain inaccuracies. Four-fifths 
of the reduction contemplated by 
the McKinley bill is obtained by the 
cut on sugar and the partial repeal of 
the tobacco tax, while the tariff on the neces- 
saries of life is allowed to remain, and in some 
cases increased. A distinctive feature of the 
McKinley, bill,and one whichis ahollow mock- 
ery, designed to delude the farmers, is the im- 
position of heavy ‘‘protective’’ duties on wheat 
and other agricultural products, of which there 
are no importations. 

FOR THE ABANY CHAUTAUQUA. 

Senator Colquitt and Mr. Turner will leave 
here on Saturday to visit Albany and attend 
the Chautauqua.

“The same delegation will go before the public 
building committee in the interest of an hun- 
dred thousand dollar public building for 
Brunswick. This certainly shows a great 
amount of enterprise on the part of the people 
of Brunswick, and their chances of getting 
what they want are good. The delegation 
made a splendid impression today.

: WHY LONGSTREET WAS LEFT OUT. 

Tt has just leaked out from a gentleman who 
has the ear of the administration why General 
Longstreet has gotten no office under Mr. Har- 
rison. When the fight wason between Gen- 
eral Longstreet aud Buck as to who should 
control the patronage of Georgia, Buck sprung 
on Longstreet the fact that he had refused to 
vote for Harrison in the last election, and that 
he voted for Candler for congress. This Buck 
proved on him and this is what gave Buck 
control of the Georgia offices. This is also 
what has prevented Longstreet from getting 
any office under the present administration. 
**Had it not been for this fact,’’ said the party 
referred to above, “General Harrison would at 
jeast have tendered General Longstreet a good 
ofiice without his applying for it, but under 
the cireamstances General Harrison did not 
feel that the Georgian deserved anything at 
the hands of this administration.

THE GREAT EXPOSITION. 


The Report of the Committee Presented in 
the House. 

WASHINGTON; March 19.—Mr. Chandler, of 
Massachusetts, presented in the house today 
the report of the special committee on the 
world’s fair. It is exceedingly long and is ac- 
companied with voluminous appendices. The 
provisions of the bil! have been given in these 
dispatches. The report takes up the bill 
section by section, explains the effect of 
each and states the considerations which 
governed the framing of each. The commit- 
tee has given careful censideration to the state- 
ments of representatives of the finance com- 
mittee of the city of Chicago, as to subscrip- 
tions to the steck of $5,000,000 and believes the 
subscriptions were made in good faith, and 
that they will be paid. Seme of the statements 
made by the chairman of that committee are 
appended td this report. 

The committee also accepts the statements 
and representations made by the citizens of 
the city of Chicago, through their committee, 
as to their ability to raise an additional $5,000,- 
000, and are of the opinion that they are made 
in good faith, and willinot be repudiated. The

Wasnineator, March 19.—The civil service 
commission has in the course of preparation a 
circular of instructions to applicants for ex- 
amination for the appointment to the govern- 
ment departmental service. A considerable 
portion of it is devoted to the discussion of the 
question: ‘‘When mayan appointment be ex- 
pected ?”’ In connection with this subject, it 
is learned that, while the quotas of several 
eastern, northern and western states are gen- 
erally exhausted, those of the southern states, 
especially ineligibles for appointment from 
the clerk registers, are by no means full, the 
fact being, it is stated, that competent clerks 
who can pass the necessary examination from 
either Louisiana, Mississippi, Georgia, Texas, 
Aiabama, Arkansas, Tennessee, North Caro- 
tina, South Carolina, or Kentucky, are reason- 
ably certain of appointment. During the last 
three years seventeen men from the state of 
Alabama successfully passed the clerk exam- 
ination, of these ten have received appoint- 
ments, the remaining seven having been certi- 
fied, but not appointed. During the same 
time about 190 men from Indiana successfully 
passed the same examination, only five of 
whom have received appointments. Of 150 
from New York, about twenty received ap- 
pointments. Taking the entire appointments 
in the entire governmental service, 1t was 
stated only one woman is appointed out of 
every thirty who successfully pass the re- 
quired examination. 


WILL TRY IT AGAIN. 


The Boomers Organizing for Another Raid 
on the Strip. 


WasHINGTON, Mareh 19.—The Cherokee 
Strip Homesteaders’ association has issued a 
secret circular, dated at Guthrie, Arkansas 
City, Winfield and Coldwater, Kansas, March 
lith, which recites that: 

The administration haying given evidence of 
its entire sympathy with the thgusands who are 
clamoring for homes in the g@at domain, now 
wholly given over to the cattle barons, to the ex- 
clusion of many worthy settlers, it has been 
deemed exy nt for prospective settlers 
to organize a rect association, having for 
its object the invasion of the Cherokee strip ata 
given time. Accordingly, on the 22d day of April, 
at 12 o’clock, a concerted movement boomers 
will be made on ali sides of the onttet. We have 
good reason to believe that the settlers will be un- 
molested if the movement assumes sufficient pro- 
portions. 

The nine last words are italicized. The mat- 
ter was brought to the attention of the presi- 
dent today and he advised that a statement be 
given to the press to effect: “‘That no matter 
what the proportions of the raid, the settle- 
ment of the strip will not be allowed until it is 
made lawful.’’ 

THE TROOPS AT WORK. 

GoutTurtier, I. T., March 19.—The patrol of 
the Cherokee strip by the forces of the United 
States army was begun today. General Mer- 
ritt, commanding the department of Missouri, 
issued. orders to that effect yesterday morning, 
and ell day yesterday and part of today troops 
of cavalry were on the march to this place. 
The forces were as follows: Troop G, fifty 
men, 4rom Fort Reno; troop K, sixty men, 
from Fort Reno; troop F, fifty men, from Fort 
Supply, and troop I, ferty men, from Fort 
Supply. -

HIS SPEECH INTHE SENATE 
TERDAY 


ON DEPRESSION OF AGRICULTURE. 


He Attributes It to Policy of the Republican 
Party and High Tariff—The Biair Bill 
Discussed. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—Vice-President 
Morton having returned to the city, after two 
weeks’ absence, occupied the chair at the 
opening of today’s session. An unusually large 
number of petitions were presented and re- 
ferred, comprising some for and some against 
the Sunday rest law; some for free coinage of 
silver and several from labor unions against 
the employment on government works of any 
but United States citizens. 

A bill to increase the pension ofa soldier of 
the war of 1812 (Isaac N. Daly, ninety-eight 
years old) from $8 to $50 a month was re- 
ported from the committee on pensions and 
passed. 

VOORHEES ON THE TARIFF. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Voorhees last 
Monday, as to the agricultural depression, was 
taken up and Mr. Voorhees addressed thé sen- 
ate in relation toit. Hespoke of the deep, 
strong current of anxiety, discontent and 
alarm prevailing in farming communities and 
said that he proposed toaid themin the inquiry 
as to the causes of the existing depression. It 
was now only thirty years since the close of 
the terrible war had given to unhallowed ava- 
rice an opportunity to prey upon the self-sac- 
rificing patriots of the country, such as had 
never before been presented to the basest_pas- 
sions and the most sordid and odious 
vice. The measures then resorted to for the 
taxation of one class of citizens and for the 
enrichment of another class, had been !egisla- 
tion by which the burden of the public debt 
had been doubled, silver demonetized and a 
high protective tariff established. He char- 
acterized the protective tariff as a curse and 
not a blessing. He was dealing not with a 
theory but with a_ condition which 
even a blind man could look 
at and draw from it an unerring conclusion. 
He detailed the low prices for farm produce at 
present prevailing and said the time would 
come when the farmer. would look on the 
proposition to tax him and hisiwife and: chil- 
dren for the benefit and protection of other 
people besides bimself as he would look on a 
law of congress to establish the army worm 
and weevil in his wheat; to Infect his cattle 
with murrang and* his hogs with 
cholera. Every pretence of a home market for 
the farmer was a fraud, and every pretense of 
taxing whéat and oats and potatoes for his 
benefit was a cheat andashame. It was ano- 
torious and self-evident truth that the tariff, 
as it now stood, increases the farmer’s expense 
account from 35 to 100 per cent on every im- 
plement of industry with whieh he toiled, and 
last year binding twine had been enhanced to 
eighteen cents a pound by the tariff and twine 
trust. He did not believe that the hands of 
a farmer would hold the republican ticket at 
the next presidential election. 

Mr. Voorhees quoted from recent publica- 
tions to show the remarkable decadence of 
agriculture in New England; of the decline in 
land values there and in the north and west, 
and gaVe statistics of the extent to which 
agricultural holdings in all those sections are 
mortgaged. He concluded by saying that the 
remedies to be applied were: first, tariff re- 
form; second, a full supply of legal -tender 
money; third, the free col of silver; 
fourth, the suppression, by law, of gambling in 
iutures; fifth, a liberal policy of pensions. 
Summing up, he said, in face of these things, 
(referring to the subsidizing of the press, the 
purchasing of voters in ‘“‘blocks of five,’’ offic- 
ial patronage, etc.,) and with a _ full 
knowledge of what is_ before 
will gird up our loins 
men and go forward to fight. The battle may 
be long and weary, but the sun will go down 
on the great and final victory of eternal right 
over legalized wrong; of freedom and equality 
over caste. Hail, mighty day of the swift- 
coming future!

THE BLAIR BILL ONCE MORE. 

The Blair educational bill was then (at 2:15) 
taken up as unfinished business, and Mr. 
Pierce, of North Dakota, addressed the sen- 
ate. He hoped, he said, to have am opportun- 
ity of voting to postpone the bill till the sec- 
ondgTuesday in December next. He should 
vote for such a postponement in the hope that 
the bill would be amended so as to divest it of 
its objectionable features, and yet secure, in a 
large degree, what seemed to him its most 
righteous object. He went on to say that 
North Dakota did not ask for the bounty pro- 
posed in the bill. She would have to pay, un- 
der the bill, $400,000, and would receive 
practically nothing in return. That was ask- 
ing toomnuch. It was asking the people of his 
state to give, of dheir scanty earnings, money 
to educate the illiterate of states old enough, 
grand enongh, and rich enough, to care for 
themselves. He was opposed to the cheapen- 
ing of education, in the sense of making it eb- 
tainable without effort. Before passing the 
educational bill, the republican party should 
carry out its pledges tothe old soldiers, and 
pass the dependent pension bill. It would be 
time enoug 
after the farmers had been saved from ruin, 
and the old soldiers from beggary. 

Mr. Evarts addressed the sonate in support 
of the bill. He had seen the bill pass twice, 
he said, with great concurrence on the republi- 
can side of the chamber, and with a large as-

HEMINGWAY 18 GUILTY. 
The Committee Shows the Case Up Unmis- 


takably. 

JaeKson, Miss., March 19.—{Special.]—The 
legislative committee finished its investigation 
of the accounts of ex-Treasurer Hemingway 
today, and presented their report to the gov- 
ernor. It was written by Hon. Samuel C. 
Cook, chairman on the part of the house, and 
is signed by all six of the members. The re- 
port proper is very long, and is a well-written 
paper, abounding in figures, showing how they 
reached theif conclusion. It is accompanied 
by voluminous exhibits, tables,etc. The finding 
ofthe committee agrees with the report of 
Commissioner Patty, filed with the governer 
on Saturday last, and tallies with Senator 
Dillard’s figures as published in his card soon 
after his announcement in the senate of the 
failure of Mr. Hemingway to settle with the 
new treasurer. The committee says: ‘After 
a thorough, competent and pai wie exam- 
ination of the books of the department, and all 
the youchers thereof which were attainable, 
wé find that the ex-treasurer has not accounted 
for $315,612.19, and he is indebted to the state 
for that amount."”” The committee assert that 
every proper credit has been taken by tbe late 
treasurer as to the funds of all descriptions re- 
ceived by him of his predecessor in oflice, 
and that the books and printed reports 
of the treasurer sustain their conclusions. 
They say that Colonel Hemingway and his 
late assistants were given an opportunity be- 
fore the committee of making explanations, 
and acknowledged their inability to offer any 
suggestion which might go to show that the 
treasurer was not accountable for the amounts 
as shown by his books and reports. The ex- 
perts employed by Mr. Hemingway say they 
also failed to throw any light on the matter. 
Of Course, suit will be instituted at once. No 
other action has been taken as yet. The re- 
port of the committee would indicate that the 
shortage occurred in his last term. Colonel 
Hemingway will make a statement tomorrow. 


MAJOR CLARKE SKIPS. 


Hois Rather Fearful of Five Years in the 
Penitentiary. 

New Yor«, March 19.—[Special.}—The case 
of Major William Hancock Clarke, indicted 
for assault in the first degree, was called for 
trial today, in general sessions. 

To the surprise of everyone, Major Clarke 
did not appear. His counsel, Ex-Judge Gil- 
dersieeve and Lawyer Hardy, did not conceal 
their astonishment: 

“IT cannot understand why Major Clarke is 
not here,” said Mr. Hardy. “I left him at 6 
o’clock Jast evening on the L. road on his way 
reg I fear some accident has detained 

im. 

The judge directed Clerke Penny to forfeit 

the bail bond, and issued a bench warrant for 
Clark’s arrest. The warrant 
handed to Detective Kenan. 
hurried to Major Clarke’s house, 
No. 117 West Sixty-third street, but was un- 
able to learn anything about him there. The 
bondsman was Broker V.K. Stevenson. The 
detective went to him, but he knew nothing 
about Mr. Clarke’s whereabouts. Major Clarke 
was under $1,000 bail. Although his counsel 
was loath to believe it, the generally accepted 
belief was that, seeing the case was very much 
against him, Major Clark had “skipped.’’ 
» Major Clarke was indicted for assault in the 
fine degree for shooting five times at Wilton 
Randolph, im. front of the Southern club, on the 
night ol Senuaey 10th, last. If convicted, he 
is liable toget at least five years’ imprisonment. 
Ex-Judge Gildersleeve said that he was unable 
to understand why Major Clarke had not ap- 
veared for trial. Twoof hiscousins werein court, 
and several friends had’ been called to 
testify to his ood character. He 
thought he was foolish to run away, if he had 
done so, as it was better to spend a year and a 
half in prison than to be exiled from his na- 
tive land forever. He said he would not be 
surprised if his client turned up in a week or 
so, as he was one of the most eccentric men he 
had ever met. .- 

District Attorney Fellows said that if Major 
Clarke was within the jurisdiction of the court, 
he would certainly be brought back and held 
in heavier bonds for trial. He also thought 
Major Clarke was a very eccentric man, and 
might turn up in the course of a week or so. 
He might have gone on a little spree, and not 
be in a proper condition to appear for trial. 


THE MISSING CAPITALIST. 


No Trace of His Whereabouts Yet Dis- 
covered. 

BIRMINGHAM, March 19.—[Special.]—B. D. 
Whilden, the missing capitalist, has not been 
found. Detectives and reporters are still hard 
at work on the case, but no important clews 
have been discovered today. The Tennessee 
river, near Decatur, where he disappeared, is 
being dragged for his body, but it has not been 
found. Two theories of the disappearance are 
now generally accepted. One that he was 
drowned in the river, and the other that he 
suddenly became insane and is wandering over 
the country. While his life was heavily in- 
sured, circumstances developed today tend to 
explode the theory that he is trying to defraud 
the insurance companies. Only two days be- 
fore he left the city he invested three thousand 
dollars in business with a friend. His wife is 
still alive, but in a critical condition. She 
gave birth to a child this morning.

THE POORHOUSE BURNED. 


The Result of Incendiarism—The Inmates 
Safe.

TO BISMARCK. 


IS MODERATE AND CLEAR-READED 


And Resembiles Bismarck So Much That He 
Would Pass for His Brother—Several 
Stories as to Why Bismarck Resigned- 


BERLIN, March 19.—Herr Von Betticher 
becomes president of the Prussian ministry ; 
Count Eulenburg, governor of Hesse Nassau, 
succeeds Herr Yon Betticher as minister of 
the interior; Count Herbert Bismarck will 
receive an ambassadorship. Ministers Herr- 
furth and Mayback have resigned, the latter 
because he lost Prince Bismarck’s support 
against. the demands for increased stagetic 
communications. 

THE NEW CHANCELLOR. 

The North German Gazette says Count Von 
Caprini, of the eighth army corps, has been ap- 
pointed chancellor of the empire to succeed 
Prince Bismarck. 

The Gazette also says that General Von 
Caprivi, the new chancelior has also been ap- 
pointed president of ‘the Prussian ministry, 
and that Count Herbert Bismarck persists .in 
resigning his post of imperial foreign minister. 

The Fereessinnige Zeitung states that yes- 
terday’s military conference discussed the 
question of abolishing the septennate and fix- 
ing, the peace footing of the army annually and 
reducing the term of service for infantry from 
three to two years. The conference also de- 
cided upon a new military bill, which provides 
for the organization of two new army corps, a 
matter bearing upon the chancellor crisis.

Today’s papers 
call attention to the fact, that while taking his 
lunch yesterday with the delegates to the labor 
conference, Prince Bismarck gave a cordial

He intended to make a great political speech 
on the re-opening of the reichstag, and to 
await a chance for an impressive exit from the 
political scenes. Several German reigning 
princes tried to mediate. Bismarck is in ex- 
cellent spirits. He suffers from insomnia, and 
earnestly desires rest. His family, and es 
cially his wife, is glad that he resigned. il 
will go to Friedrichsruhe this week.

ANOTHER STORY ABOUT BISMARCK. 


General Yon Caprivi, the new chancellor, 
will not assume the foreign port folio. Among 
the many rumors concerning causes that led 
to Prince Bismarck’s resignation, is a story to 
the effect that the emperor intimated histm- 
tention to abolish the office of president of the 
Prussian ministry, and that Bismarck stoutly 
objected to such step. The emperor asked for 
an interview on the subject, naming 10 o’clock 


at night as the hour for meeting, The chan- 
eellor replied that h@ was sa. ald to coma at 


that hour. pn after this, the story goes, 
that Bismarck formally tendered his resigna- 
tion. 

The Tageblatt says that the emperor has 
dismissed Count Von Waldersel, his chief of 
staff. 

COMMENT OF THE PRESS. 

The National Gazette, in an article on the 
resignation of Prince Bismarck, says it expects 
that sentiment abroad will subside when the 
conviction gtins ground, that the Germans 
look to the future with full confidence in the 
emperor and the German national spirit.

Of the Story of Outrages on Political Exiles 
in Siberia. 
Lonpow, March 19.—A St. Petersburg com 


‘respondent of the Daily News, says the Rus- 
sian government has been disagreeably im- 
pressed by the meetings which have been held 
in England and America to denounce out 
rages cominitted upon exilesin Siberia. A 
correspondent in Siberia sends the details.of 
the Irkutsk affair. He says that the prisoners 
involved in the affair were exiles 
who were suspected of having bees 
concerned in the explosion at Lurich 
last March. They were allow 
to live without restraint in Irkutsk, and easily 
found employment among sympathizers whe 
are opposed to the Russian system of exile 
political prisoners to Siberia. All went wel 
until the pollee discovered that the exiles 
were printing proclamations and sending them 
to Moscow. As soon as the authorities learned 
what was going on the leaders among the 
exiles were sent to labor in the mines, and the 
others were told to prepare then 
selves for a journey into the. in- 
terior. The unfortunate prisoners appealed 
in vain and at last resolved to sell their lives 
dearly. Barricading themselves in a house 
they awaited an attacx. They had been weil pro- 
vided with armsand ammunition by friendly 
Siberians and they received the troops, whe 
were sent to capture them, with a heavy fire. 
Several soldiers were killed by the first volley. 
A fierce fight exsued, the besieged exiles h 
ing out until a majority of their number were 
either killed or wounded. After it was all 
over the ringleader, who had survived the 
battle, was hanged.

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THE HALL CASE 


AGAINATTRACTSTHE ATTENTION OF 
THE COURT, 
A Big Trade Broken Up By the Great Num- 
ber of Squatters—The Great Expense 
of Enforcing Titles. 


Macon, Ga., March 19.—[Specia].]—Prompt- 
ly atten o’clock tday the Hall case was 
again taken up in the United States court. 

The prosecution began by examining Mr. 
Bexton, the general agent of the Dodge lands, 
and his testimony was in regard to damages 
accruing to their interests from the depreda- 
tions caused by the forged deeds, etc. 

He testified to a $230,000 trade being broken 
up inthe fall by the discovery of such a vast 
number of squatters. He also stated that the 
cost of each suit brought against these land 
grabbers amounted to an average of $100in 
each case, or for the whole number of lots 
at least $50,000. The profits of the mills 
were cut off, he said, by their inability to get 
lumber off of these lands without going 
through a weary course of law. The mills 
last year, he stated, cleared only $126, whereas 
@ net profit of three or four thousand dollars 
per month would have been made under ordi- 
mary circumstances. Mr. McCrary was 
the next witness called and he substantiated 
the statement made by Mr. Sexton. He was 
also an employe of the company. James 
Brophy the next witness was another em- 
_ ploye. He also reiterated the statements and 
added that on nearly all the lots 
of the company he _ found © squatters 
who claimed possession under titles which 
they would not show or state from whence 
they caine. J.C. Vaughn, who was in pos- 
session of some of these lots stated to the wit- 
ness that Colonel Hall gave him his deed and 
referred’ him to the colonel for the transaction 
of any business. 

From what he learned, the colonel seemed 
to be the great tycoon of all the transactions. 
The attorneys for the prosecution here offered 
to close, but gave notice that they would be 
_gbie to produce additional evidence in the 
shape of two hundred or more deeds of a 
character similar to those already in- 
troduced. The defense thought that the other 
side should announce closed or not closed, and 
-not be allowed to bring in evidence after the 
defense had played their cards. 

The court ruled that they could not close 
with that reservation, the evidence to be pass- 
ed upon when offered. 

THE DEFENSE BEGINS. 

The examination of witnesses for the defense 
here began. Their first witness was C. J. 
Jones, a Dodge county judiciary. Judge 
Jones was brought forward to prove his fa- 
miliarity with the colonel’s writing. He 
stated he was familiar with it, but didn’t 
*‘like to swar ter a man’s writing less he saw 
him write it.’”’ He swore, however, that 
tli« writing in the body of the deed was that 
o! Hall, but the signatures of Wm. Smith and 
cee Smith didn’t appear to him to be written 
by, be same man. The defense at this junc- 
ture offered a record from the state court of 
that circuit showing that Jadge Roberts, the 
pre-iding judge, made a remark on the bench 
tending to show his disbelief of the legality of 
the Dodge deeds. This remark, the defense 
sought to show, had influenced the people into 
taking possession of these lands and caused 
them to look to some one else for their deeds. 

SPEER DOES HIS OWN THINKING. 

Judge Speer stated that the court in which 
Judge Roberts presided was separate and dis- 
tinct from the court in which the present case 
was being tried; they were entirely independ- 
ent of each other, and the opinion or even the 
decree, of Judge Roberts would in no way in- 
_ fiuence the mind of the federal court. He 
would not, however, do Judge Roberts the 
injustice to believe that his remark 
. was intended as it was sought to have it con-

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EXECUTION OF A WHITE MAN FOR 


KILLING A NEGRO. 


The First of Its Kind in Mississippi—The 
Scenes Attending the Execution—Story 
of the Crime. 


Grenapa, Miss., March 19.—[Special.}— 
Mel J. Cheatham’s soul, at 1:30 o’cleck today, 
passed the border line that divides time and 
eternity, when that dead, heavy thud fell 
upon the ears of the few listeners, as he fell 
seven feet, and died by strangulation in nine 
minutes and was cut down in seventeen. 

Cheatham was a small, intelligent white 
man, about five feet six inches high, weigh- 
ing about 120 pounds, with a pleasant face and 
forty years of age. : 

THE LAW SUPREME. 

This is the first instance in this state, and the 
second time in the south since the war, where 
a white man has been hung by the law for kill- 
ing a negro, and what made it 
the more remarkable, was that not- 
withstanding a petition ‘signed by over 
800 citizens, and presented with eloquence 
through his counsel, Governor J. M. Stone re- 
fused to interfere in the process of law. A 
telegram signed by the sheriff, mayorand post- 
master, was sent to the governor this morning, 
imploring him to commute the sentence, but he 
refused. _ He said the law must take its course, 
all of which goes to show, that if men will 
commit crime and draw down the penalty of 
the law, they need not rely on Governor 
Stone’s interference. The jail has been 
guarded with a heavy force since Sunday, as 
threats of rescuing Cheatham were rife. Con- 
trary to expectations, very few country people 
came to town, and no excitement existed. 
The scaffold was built right in front of the 
jail, and was encased in a light wooden 
structure eighteen feet high. The prisoner 
held up remarkably well during the past few 
days. Aboutl o’clock the sheriff and five or 


‘six others went into Cheatham?s cell to prepare 


him for the execution. He was asked if he 
would have any statement to make, when he 
replied that he would not; that he wrote out 
his statement the night before, which he had 
given W. C. McLean, one of his attorneys, and 
that it was true and correct. 

TAKEN TO THE GALLOWS. 

Your correspondent learns that in said state- 
ment Cheatham still declares his innocence, 
and that he did not kill the negro, Jim Til- 
man. Shortly after reading the death war- 
rant to him, the sheriff pinioned his: arms be- 
hind him, and then walked with him through 
the hall and the window and ontothe scaffold, 
followed by his spiritual adviser, Rev. J. C. 
Carothers, and others. When on the scaffold, 
the sheriff asked Cheatham if he had anything 
more to say. Calmly looking around, he said: 
‘*Boys, goodbye,’’ and then, with his eyes rev- 
erently raised, he fervently uttered the follow- 
ing prayer: “Oh, Father, receive my soul; I 
trust in Thy love for- Thy son’s sake, Jesus 
Christ.’”’ He then remarked, “Iam ready,” 
when the sheriff placed the black cap over 
him, and without a tremor the hatchet was 
raised, the rope cut in twain, and the body fell, 
danglingin the air. | 

Shortly after he was cut down his body was 
taken to the old cemetery and given a decent 
burial. He professed religion, and yesterday 
was baptized and received the sacraments of 
the Presbyterian church. There were not a 
hundred people on the outside when the hang- 
ing took place, as it was known it was to be 
private. 

HISTORY OF THE CRIME. 

At the August term of the circuit court of 
Grenada county, 1888, Jim Tilgman, a bright 
mulatto negro, about thirty years of age, 


‘living on R. W. McAfee’s plantation, about 


nine miles eastof Grenada, and four miles 
west of Graysport, was summoned before the 
grand jury in Grenada because some of the 


jury believed he knew of gambling goi 
on in the neighborhood. He_ refuse 


to testify as to gaming _ because 


he said that if he did he would be killed. He 


was finally forced to tell, by being ordered to 


jail, and in his testimony he acknowledged 
that he, with others, had gambled with M. J. 
Cheatham, white, in 
| and who kept a small store in the neighbor- 


Cheatham’s own housé, 


hood. On Tilgman’s testimony Cheatham was 
indicted. Tilgman testified against him again 
in the January court of 1889, and was to testify 
in the August court of 1889. 

On Saturday the 13th day of July, 1889, news 
was brought to Mr. McAfee, in Grenada, that 
Jim Tilgman had been missing since Thursday 
night, and his whereabouts unknown. Mr. 
McAfee proceeded at once to where Tilgman 
lived, and soon found out enough to impress 
him with the belief of foul play. He returned 
to Grenada and went back with the sheriff on 
Sunday morning. The news in the meantime 
had spread like wild fire, and everybody went 
in search of Tilgman. After several hours’ 
search his body was found in the Yalobusha 
river, four miles distance from the scene of his 
murder, lying across a log, with heavy 
weights tied to his feet and 
head—having been exposed there by 
the falling waters. Even before the body was 
found evidences of a murder was so strong that 
Lee Irvin, Jake Irvin and Cornelius Robinson, 
all three negroes, were arrested on suspicion. 
At this juncture a jury of inquest was sum- 
moned, and after investigation, ordered M. J. 
Cheatham and James Lemons, white, to be 
brought before them. Cheatham was arrested 
shortly afterwards. The jury then adjourned 
from time to time until Wednesday morning, 
when Lemons, while trying to make his es- 
cape, was arrested by three negro boys, and 

as at once carried to Graysport, where the 


“ury was making further investigations. 


After a rigid examination, and a ccn- 
fession by Lee Irvin, the jury 
decided that Jim Tilgman had been 
murdered by the five parties named. An af- 
fidavit was at once made out for murder and 
the five parties were brought before the 
magistrate. They waived examination and 
were sent to jail without bail to await the 
action of the grand jury. The excitement 
during the time was intense, and there was 
much talk of lynching. The circuit court met 
in August, and the grand jury indicted all 
five of the parties for murder. M. J. Cheat- 
ham was tried first and separately. He was 
vigorously prosecuted and ably defended. The 
jury consisted of ten good and intelligent 
white and two reputable colored men. Duris 
the trial two of the ne , tLee Irvin an 
Cornelius Robinson, made a full and free con— 
fession in open court,in which they stated 
that all five were present at the killing, 
and that Cheatham did the shooting. 
They stated that they lay n 
ambush two hours on the roadside the 
night of the murder, until Jim bee oor came 
along on his way from church. hat when 
Cheatham fired Tilgman fell, and expired at 
once, as nine buck-shot had been sent throu 
him. then put the dead negro in a sack, 
and p him ona mule, and carried him 
four miles to the river, where he was subse- 
quently found, and then dispersed for their 
homes. The jury were only out a short time 
when they b tin a verdict of new as 
charged in the indictment.”

The negro, Marble Smith, did not take 
charge of the store house, but took his position 
as gauger. At any rate, he left High shoals, 
and Mr. Ridgeway went to Atlanta, in com- 
pany with a couple of friends. Onthe way 
they ran across the negro gauger, near Monroe, 
and it was all that Mr. Ridgeway could do to 
keep one of his friends, who was somewhat 
intoxicated from killing the negro. He did so, 
however, and that was the most dangerous 
position the negro had been in at all. 

The people of High Shoals are not to be 
blamed in the matter whatever, and around 
Mr. Ridgeway’s distillery everything is quiet 
and serene again.

When asked about the connection Bill 
Pledger had in the matter, Mr. Ridgeway said 
that part of the story about Pledger was true. 
Pledger told him he would use his influence, 
andashe had influence would see that a 
white gauger was sent.

Plummer & Co., Wholesale Dry Goods, Goes 
to the Wall.

THE FORT VALLEY FRUIT MEN 


Examine the Trees, and Are Hopeful of a 
Splendid Yield of Fruits. 

Fort VALuEyY, Ga., March 19.—}Special.]— 
The Georgia Fruit union, composed of the 
fruit growers of Fort Valley and Marshallville, 
had their regular monthly meeting today at 
Marshallville, and a committee of experts 
were apopinted to pass upon the damage done 
the peach crop by the recent cold spell. One 
hundred and fifty buds not selected were care- 
fully examined, and eighty-eight were sound 
with sixty-two dead. 

Tomorrow the Enterprise, the official organ 
of the union, will contain the following report: 

Thirty buds each were examined, the El- 
berta, Thurber and Chinese free, showed 
twenty-two live buds with eight dead. The 
Tillotson, thirteen live, seventeen dead. The 
Crawford, nine live, twenty-one dead. 

C. G. Gray, of this place, president of the 
union, told Tue Constitution that with no 
further damage, the peach crop. will 
be equally as large and yield more 
money than the crop did last year. While 
peaches will be fewer on the trees, they will be 
larger, bring better prices, and there being a 
large number of trees of the hardiest varieties 
just coming into bearing, that Fort Valley will 
ship as many or more carloads of peaches this 
than last year, and the size will make up all 
damage done by the cold. Fruit menin this 
section are greatly encouraged at the pros- 
pects, and are already making preparations for 
shipping through the Georgia Fruit union, of 
this place

THE PROHIBITIONISTS PREPARING 
FOR THE FiIGHY. 


The 1890 Club Says Atlanta fs Ripe for the 
Prohibition Fight and a Meeting Will 
Take Place Next Friday Night. 


The Atlanta prohibitionists are preparing 
for a lively, red hot campaign early this sum- 
mer. 

The initiatory work has been done. 


The 1890 club—that’s the way the members? 


of the organizations put it—has mapped out 
the campaign, and on Friday night next, it 
will be submitted to a big council of men at the 
prohibition headquarters, 14 East Hunter 
street. 

Friday night, last, the 189s held a big 
meeting. Many leading prohibitionists were 
present, and the situation was fully and freely 
discussed. By those present it was thought 
the question of prohibition should be submitted 
to the people again. 

But the plan of prohibition advocated varies 
from that Atlanta had in ’87. | 

The §1890s want the barrooms wiped out, 
but they do not ask that liquor be boycotted 
entirely. They are in favor of a limited quan- 
tity for medicinal purposes only, and will ad- 
vocate two dispensaries.

Counting the Cost. 

The Philadelphia Times is of the opinion 
that the adoption of the Lodge national 
election bill will lead to a condition of inex- 
tricable confusion in every state that has not 
been witnessed since the federal alien and 
sedition laws of John Adams. To the con- 
fusion, the Times also adds the cost, which 
it estimates at not less than $10,000,000, 
which will be paid out to between 150,000 
and 200,000 newly create federal officials, 

The bill, even under the moderate esti- 
mate of the Times, takes the shape of a tax 
bill, and it is to be hoped that this view of it 
may? touch some of the northern republicans 
in their tenderest spot—the pocket. The 
fact should be borne in mind, however, that 
the estimate of the Times fails to cover one- 
tenth of the real cost of the law. 

The confusion and collisions to which the 
law will lead, and for which it will be di- 
rectiy responsible, will be by far the costliest 
features of the proposed law. It is an at 
tack on the south in its purposes, and in all 
its parts, and the result of its operations will 
be the disorganization and demoralization of 
the business interests of this section. The 
intent of the bill is to provide for the domi- 
mation of ignorance and recklessness in states 
anil cOmmunities where these elements are 
in the majority. 

This sort of a domination led to chaos, 
confusion and lawlessness during the recon- 
struction period, and it will lead to worse 
now, because the interests at stake are larger 
and more important, and the reaction will 
be greater. Following the confusion that 
will attend the operations of the proposed 
law, the industrial south will receive a set- 
back so far as its progress and development 
are concerned, that will be seriously felt all 
over the country. Forthe south is nolonger 
isolated as it was just after the war. Its 
wonderful resources have attracted millions 
of northern capital, and thousands of north- 
ern settlers. It is connected by the closest 
business ties with all the other sections of 
the country, and any measure calculated to 
seriously disorganize its business, retard its 
development and interfere with its industrial 
development will be felt in every state in 
the union. 

This is where the real cost of the measure 
will mount up. It is an easy matter to esti- 
mate the salaries of the new officials to be 
created under this bill, but no estimate can 
cover the loss which this section and the 
whole country will sustain as the result of 
this fresh republican attack on the prosperity 
of the south. 


“Stock Raising in Georgia.” 

A good deal has been said in books and 
newspapers about stock raising in Georgia, 
but for all the talk about it, very little has 
been done. It has been indulged in by the far- 
mers more as an experiment than anything 
else, but comparatively few of them have de- 
voted toit the tihe and work it deserves, 
Perhaps there are a dozen or more farmers in 
southwest Georgia who have given this im- 
portant industry a _ tolerably fair test, and 
have reaped rare benefits from it, but even 
their efforts were conducted on a smal] 
scale. Agricultural journals and newspa- 
pers that have the farmers’ interests at heart, 
are continually talking on this subject of 
stock raising, and as a compromise from the 
broad application of the term, they ad- 
vise the farmers to raise their own bacon, if 
they do no more. 

It is true that many farmers not only 
raise a sufficiency of meat for their families 
and the needs of the farm, but they have it 
tosell the year round. But some of them 
do not, and these last are ina large major- 
ity. We do not believe that Cincinnati and 
Chicago meats have as fine a flavor as the 
Georgia raised article; they may be a little 
heavier on account of the freight, but they 
are not nearly as palatable, as profitable or 
soul-satisfying. Georgia bacon for breakfast, 
‘dinner and supper is the best for the Geor- 
gia people now and forever. 

We are glad to note in our weekly ex- 
changes that the farmers of many sections 
are paying more attention to stock raising 
than formerly. When they come to figure 
up their profits at the close of the year, they 
will find a silver balance to their credit in 
this important department of the farm. 
Their example is worthy of state-wide emu- 
lation. 


Sullivan’s Luck. 

When a party of Mississippi officers chased 
John L, Sullivan through several states, and 
finally captured him, the country looked on 
in admiring wonder. 

The incidents of the case are still fresh in 
the public mind. The great slugger was 
earried to Marion county, tried for prize 
fighting, convicted and sentenced to one 
year’s imprisonment, without the alternative 
of a fine. 

But the law is a very uncertain thing, and 
Sullivan tried his chances in the supreme 
‘court. <A decision has at last been rendered, 
and it is in favor of the slugger. The su- 
preme court gives some very fine reasons for 
reversing the judgment of the court below. 
It says that the indictment did not show that 
the fight was public, or that Kilrain fought 
Sullivan. The indictment contained two 
counts—the first for violating .the statute 
against prize fighting, and the second for as- 
sault and battery. Sullivan was_ convicted 
under the first count, and acquitted under the 
-gecond,. The motions in arrest of judgment, 

and for a new trial weredenied. The higher 
court holds that the indictment was fatally 
defectige. The statute does not define the 
offense of prize fighting, and does not declare 
what aetion is a violation of its provisions. 
The indictment does not charge that Sullivan 
/and Kilrain fought together and against each 


* /- other, but avers that Sullivan agreed to en- 
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gage in a mrize fight with Kilrain for a large 
sum of money, and did un!awfully so fight, 
and enter a ring, and beat, strike and bruise

of each party must arise from the joint act 
of the two, and it is not, s ient to charge 
and prove that one man beat another to a 
jelly. It must bé charged and proved that 
the other feilow hit back. 

If this reasoning is not satisfactory, the 
decision of the court is conclusive all the 
same, and Mr. Sullivan is on top for a time. 
It may be that he will be indicted for other 
offenses in Marion county, but the fact that 
he has knocked out the goddess of justice in 
the second round and given her a black eye 
will give him a tremendous moral weight, 
and it is doubtful whether any serious at- 
tempt will be made to bring him into a 
Mississippi court again. 

One point, however, should Se mentioned 
in favor of the framers of the indictment. 
The condition of Kilrain after the battle 
probably led them to believe that Mr. Sulli- 
van did ail the fighting. In fact this is the 
general impression throughout the country, 
and it is no wonder that the indictment was 
made to conform to the supposed circum- 
stances of the case. 


John Bull Scoops the Cotton. 

The Courier-Journal refers to a queer sit- 
uation in the cotton market that has already 
been foreshadowed in Tue CONSTITUTION’ S 
commercial articles—namely, that the Ameri- 
can cotton manufacturers have been caught 
napping by British buyers and will now have 
‘to pay dearly for their snooze. 

The American cotton manufacturers have 
waited too long before laying in their sup- 
plies, and yet their course has all the justifi- 
cation can give it. The cotton crop of last 
year was the largest that has ever been 
raised, and American manufacturers natur- 
ally supposed that the market would take its 
usual course, and that they would be able to 
procure their supplies at a season when 
money was easy and the price of cotton 
lower. | 

The season has not yet arrived, and there 
is now no likelihood that it will. Great 

sritain has been buying heavily of Ameri- 
can cotton, and, as a result, prices have been 
gradually advancing. The stock in Liver- 
pool amounts. to 1,075,000 bales, 316,000 
more bales than for the same period last 
year. 

The figures show that there is not enough 
cotton in this country to supply the demands 
of the American mills, and the probability is 
that they will have to buy their supplies in 
Great Britain and have them shipped back 
here. 

It isa cold day when John Bull outwits 
Jonathan, but it will be remembered that 
we have been having some peculiar weather 
lately.

A Chance for Reform. 

In the great state of New York the old 
barbarism of imprisonment for debt. still 
flourishes. The fact shows that in a very 
important matter that state is far behind the 
rest of the country, and it is a wonder that 
the great newspapers of the metropolis do 
not educate public sentiment up to the neces- 
sity of abolishing the practice. 

Such a law is almost as odious and is quite 
as antiquated as the ducking-stool and the 
whipping-post. It belongs to an age of bar- 
baric cruelty, an age that indorsed the pound 
of flesh theory, and it is altogether out of 
place in commufities that call themselves 
civilized. 

New York should reform. 


Where Farmers Prosper. 

There is one country where the farmers 
always prosper. Despite war, panicsand in- 
dustrial depression the farmers of France 
save money and continue their onward 
march, - Just after paying the republic’s im- 
mense war debt te Germany, these tillers of 
the soil had 9 rouch surplus money that 
they were able to sink several hundred mil- 
lion dollars in the Panama canal. 

What is the secret of this prosperity? It 
is not light taxes, big crops or high prices 
for farm products. The average French 
farmer has only a few acres, and his produc- 
tion is limited. He prospers simply because 
he works hard, and lives on almost nothing. 
He works in the field with his wife and chil- 
dren. The women take the place of horses 
and draw carts to market. Not a cent is 
spent for extra labor. A French farm 
house is small and cheaply constructed. 
The members of the family dress with the 
utmost economy. They live on bread and 
vegetables, and eat meat about once a week. 

Their dishes are small, and every meal is 
simple and cheap. Living in this way the 
farmers save a little money each year, which 
they generally invest in land. When a 
farmer becomes very prosperous, that is to 
say, when he owns thirty acres of good land, 
his wife and daughters spend more time in 
the house and less in the field. But there 
are exceptional cases, 
worth as much as $100,000 allows his wife 
to go out and do house work for about forty 
cents a day. Such instances, it is to be 
hoped, are rare. 

Even in the towns economical living is 
the rule. A recent writer says: 

Not only does the French woman buy the ma- 
terials for her dinner, but helps to cook it when 
bought. In that marvelous place, a French 
kitchen, where two or three little holes in a stove 
cook such delicate dishes, and perform such culi- 
nary feats as our great roaring coal fires have no 
conception of, she flits about like a fairy, creating 
magical messes out of raw material of the most 
ordinary description. Yes, though a lady born 
and bred, refined, elegant and agreeable in so- 
ciety, a belle in her way, yet she does not think it 
beneath her dignity to lighten the household ex- 
penses by practical economy and activity. The 
dinner of a French family is cheap and simple. 
There is always a soup, the meat of the stewpan, 
sometimes, if not strict in expenditure, another 
plate of meat, generally two vegetables, dressed 
and eaten separately, and sometimes, not always, 
a sweet dish; if not that, a little fruit, such as 
may be the cheapest and ripest.in the season. 
But there is very little in each thing and it is 
rather in arrangement4han in material that they 
appearrich. The Frencli may be a tritle epicurean 
in their tastes, but they are not goufmands. They 
spend little in eating and they eat inferior things, 
though their cookery is rather a science than a 
mere accident of civilization. At home the great 
aim of the French is to. save, and any self-sacri- 
fice that leads tg this result is cheerfully under- 
taken, more especially in eating than the mere 
luxury of idleness. No Frénch woman will spend 
a cent to save herself trouble. She would rather 
work like a dray horse to buy an extra yard of 

ibbon or a new pair of gloves, than to lie on the 
soitest sofa inthe world in placid, fine ladyism, 
with crumpled ganze or bare hands, 


No wonder such a people prosper, whether 
they live in towns or dwell on farms. We 
need not go to the busy bee for a lesson in 
industry and economy while we have the ex- 
ample of the French before us. 

And yet it goes without saying that we 
cannot expect to adopt this mode of life. 
The conditions of our. civilization, and. our 
wants and aspirations make it out of the 
question for the average American family to 
come down to such constant toil and hard 
living. The thing t@ do is to 


best suited to our people. 


Sometimes a farmer 
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trying f get cheap labor, and cheap goods, 
and big crops to sell at high prices, let us 
make a study of farm and household economy 
In the matters of diet and dress every 
American family spends more-money than 
is necessary. We eat teo much, and buy too 
much expensive food. We follow changing 
fashions too closely and in that way waste 
money. ‘There is no necessity for absolute 
drudgery and half rations on an American 
farm, but there is ample room for more 
economy in every family. It is possible to 
make the most of our time, labor and money, 
and yet live comfortably snd respectably.

AFTER everybody had come to the conclusion 
that Burchell, the Canadian gentleman farmer, 
had decoyed a wealthy young Englisnman into 
the woods and murdered him for his money, the 
fact came to light that Burchell has a double who 
possibly committed the crime.

THE New York Times says: ‘The present flood 
in the Mississippi valley is the highest of which 
there is any trustworthy record, but that is not the 
most remarkable thing about it. It comes aftera 
season which was marked by the lowest water ever 
known. Last New Year’s day as far north as lowa 
there was no more ice in the Mississippi than in 
the Hudson at Albany—which is to say there was 
none at all. And the water in the Mississippi 
there was two inches below the record of 1864. 
At Rock Island the water was eighteen 
inches below low water, and there was fear 
of a famine in houses and mills. The low water 
and mild winter, together point irresistibly to the 
conclusion that the snow and ice which usually 
forin the sources of the spring freshets ran away 
as the rain fell, draining the country dry. That 
leaves the present floods to be accounted for. The 
weather observer here attributes it to irrigation, 
which he thinks is now on such a scale as actually 
to produce the climatic changes. The Louisiana 
press has another explanation. It declares that 
the progressive settlement of the northwest has 
led tothe drainage of entire districts and the de- 
struction of forests over thousands of square miles 
Hence, when it rains now, the water runs into the 
Mississippi almost as quickly as a pavement sheds 
a shower into the sewer. It is easy to see whither 
this argument leads. The nation built the jetties, 
therefore it shonid take over the levees. The 
twenty-nine states which drain into the Missis- 
sippi, and so despoil the lower states for the benefit 
of the upper ones, will be hel@ bound to assent. 
Through this crevasse might pour a flood of dol- 
lars which would place the ‘sufplus beyond even 
the aid which Tanner devoutly invoked for it.

WHAT ATLANTA TALKS ABOUT. 


The state of Georgia is out just about $30,000 
on a technicality. 

This is how it happened: 

The last legislature authorized the governor 
to accept the highest bid for the :parchase of 
the Okefenokee swamp,in his handsion the 8th 
day of January. An advertisement was pre- 
pared, inviting bids, and when the day arrived 
for their opening, a number of bidders were 
anxiously watching the result. Several bids 
were in, but just before the hour for opening, 
the governor, after conference with his legal 
advisers, decided that there was a technicality 
in the preparation of the advertisement 
which made it unsafe to pro- 
ceed further with the sale of the swamp 
until a new advertisement, in more strict con- 
formity with the act providing for the sale, 
could be published. The bidders were notified 
that none of their bids would be opened, and 
the governor named the 18th day of March as 
the day for the opening of bids for the pur- 
chase of the swamp. 

If the first bids had been opened, the state 
would have gotten $30,000 more for the swamp 
than it will now receive. 

One of the first bids submitted contained an 
offer of thirty-one cents an acre for the swamp, 
and the required deposit accompanying it re- 
mained with the state treasurer until after the 
bids had been declared off. - 

When the second day was named for the 


.opeping of bids, the bidder who had sub-_ 


mitted the offer of thirty-one cents per acre, 
withdrew his did. 

The highest bidder on the 18th, offered 
twenty-six and ahalf cents an acre for the 
swamp, which the state thus disposed of for 
$30,000 less than was offered for it about two 
months ago. 

Technicalities play great havoc sometimes, 
but thirty thousand dollar technicalities are

$125,000, 


| - Be Offers to Build the City a Three-Story 


City Hall on the Corner of Forsyth 
; and Mitchell 


Another proposition for the city hall has 
gome to light. It was made to Counciman J. 
(. Hendrix by Mr. S. M. Inman. 

The matter never came before the council, 
though it was mentioned to several smembers. 

On last Saturday, while the matter of the 
gid capito! was being canvassed, and before 
any action was taken by the council, Mr. 8. 
M. Inman wrote Councilman Hendrix. the 
letter below, both parties agreeing to regard 
the communication as confidential, except as 
to the committee. 

After the city had refused to bid on the cap- 
itol, Mr. Inman, thinking the matter was off, 
happened to mention his proposition. 

Tuk CONSTITUTION hearing a report that 
such a proposition had been made, asked 
Councilman Hendrix for the document. He 
declined to show it unless by permission of 
Mr. Inman. This being obtained, he showed 
it to the reporter, who hunted up Mr. In- 
man, and asked him about the matter. 
He said ie had made the proposition in good 
faith while the matter was pending. With- 
out wishing to obstruct any move that was 
thought best for the city, he was still willing 
to abide by his proposition. 

When asked what he thought of buying the 
old capitol, he said that if the building was a 
gafe cone it was a fair purchase—though no 
great bargain, as if it had been so there would 
have been mere than two bids for it. Besides, 
B1i25,000 would not represent the entire cost, 
as it would take more from the start to put it 
in repair, possibly as much as $10,000. 

Mr. Inman's Proposition. 

ATLANTA, March 15, 1890.—Mr. J. C. Hendrix, 
Atianta—Dear Sir: For the sum of $125,000, half 
each, balance one and two years, with interest, I 
will sellthe city of Atlanta 150 feet front on the 
eorner of Mitchelland Forsyth streets, running 
back 100 feet on Forsyth street, to aten-foot alley, 
fo be a joint alley with the adjoining property— 
and upon the same erect for the city a three-story 
building, the arrangement of which is to be 
like the present state capitol as to 
stores underneath and rooms overhead, 
except the basement, which cannot be brought to 
the ground level. The finish to be plain but sub- 
gtantial—at least, equal to the old capitol. 

A glance at the map of the city will show this 
property, I think, nearer the center of popula- 
tion than the old capitol; and the erection of the 
union depot in the near future, within a block of 
this property, will give it ultimately an enormous 
value. If this proposition meets with favor, I will 
Le clad to confer with the committee of which you 
areamember. Truly yours, S. M. INMAN. 

This proposition means three stories in addi- 
tion to the basement. 

The lot is part of that known as the old 
Peters home, corner of Mitchell and Forsyth. 
It is a large lot, beautifully located. 

Mr. Collins Makes a Proposition. 

Mr. J.D. Cellins has a word to say about 
the disposition of the old capitol, and makes an 
interesting proposition. 

“Tam glad,” said Mr. Collins, in response 
to a question, “to give expression to my ideas 
on this most important matter. Before the 
matter regarding the purchase of the old capitol 
by the city was agitated, I had made up my 
mind to buy the building if I could get it at 
any reasonable price; but after thinking over 
the matter, which had been discussed by the 
council, and at the solicitation and suggestion 
of Mr. Albert Howell, I considered it the best 
opportunity that the city of Atlanta would 
ever have of obtaining a handsome city hall— 
large and commodious quarters for the city of- 
ficers—and when the sale began, actuated 
solely by a desire to give Atlanta first choice 
in the matter, I made the statement in all 
good faith that I was willing to let the city 
have the property at whatever figure I 
should obtain it at. While we have 
been already offered a handsome profit 
on our investment, I mean to act 
in good faith and to carry out my 
original purpose to turn it over tothe city of 
Atlanta without one cent profit. 

‘More than that. I am willing to go still 
further, and I authorize you now to announce 
to the people of Atlanta that I will cheerfully 
pay my one-third of half the amount—which 
will be about $21,000—in cash, and carry it for 
thirty days, in order to give the city the time 
and opportunity to raise the money, and will 
not charge one cent of interest on it should 
the city conclude to buy it. I love Atlanta 
and her people, for I was born and raised here. 
I feel a pride in the advancement of the city, 
and will deem ita precious privilege to doeven 
this small act to benefit her interests.”

Mr. Mountain, manager of the 

estate exchange,” said Mr. Farrar, 
yesterday,“‘and by our agreement he was to ad- 
vertise it. I have never scén it advertised. 

‘‘Last November I gave the governor an op- 
tion on the land, and Mr. Mountain must have 
known this, as it was printed in the paper. 
Now what right had the real estate exchange 
to sell my land on February 26th, when I had 
given an option on it in the November pre- 
ceding? Icalled tosee Mr. Mountain several 
times about the matter, but he was absent in 
New York three months, and on February 19th 
I withdrew the Jand from sale, one week be- 
fore it was sold to Mr. Woodward. 


? February 26th Mr. 
Mountain and Mr. Woodward came to me 
and informed me that my land had been sold 
to Mr. Woodward, offering me $5,000, which 
I declined to accept. I have not signed a re- 
ceipt forany such payment, and do not see 
how a sale can have been made without my 
consent.’’

Captain Furlow, of the comptroller general’s 
office, received a letter yesterday from General 
G. M. Sorrell, of Savannah,in which he re- 
quested a statement of the value ‘of property 
in Georgia, exclusive of railroads, in 1864, and 
also a statement of the value of property in 
1889. By looking over the comptroller’s re- 
ports for the year 1864, Captain Barlow found 
that taxes were levied on $1,612,692,806. In 
1889 thetaxable property, including the rail- 
roads, was only $381,000,000. The apparant 
difference is attributable to the high war val- 
uations and also to the loss caused by the 
emancipation of the negroes. 

Captain Furlow yesterday sent outa quan- 
tity of blanks to the tax collectors throughout 
the state. The collectors will use the blanks 
to make out their quarterly returns for special 
taxes.

BOSS BUCK ARRAIGNED 


BY PROMINENT REPUBLICANS WHO 
ARE SICK OF HIM. 


Men Who Believe in Republicanism But Not 
in the So-Called Republican Party in 
Georgia. 


The republican party in Georgia—— 

But does it deserve to be dignified by the 
name of “‘pafty.” 

Judging by the estimates of some of the 
most prominent republicans in Atlanta, it cer- 
tainly does not. Itis ‘‘Buck and his gang”’— 
the gang being understood to be composed of a 
few white office holders and very many ne- 


groes. 

“Buck and his gang” are getting the politi- 
cal razzle-dazzle from the old-time repub- 
licans. 

Colonel Harris started it, and the colonel is 
receiving hearty indorsement from his breth- 
ren for his geod work. 

Several of these gentlemen hada word to 
say on the subject yesterday. Here are some 
of them: 

Colonel William Markham. 

Colonel William Markham, in his own 
words, is disgusted with Colonel Buck and the 
way he has carried out the republican idea. 

“I am not prepared to condemn the Harri- 
son administration with one year’s trial,” said 
Colonel Markham, “‘but so far as Georgia is 
concerned Buck and his coadjutors have per- 
sued such a course as to make the acquisition 
of white men to the party beyond the question. 
I am disgusted with him and his policy. Ihave 
personally remonstrated with Colonel Buck 
about his course, and am not at all in sympathy 
with it. 

‘My opinion is that the best policy would 
have been to embrace the  oppor- 
tunity offered to conciliate the 
southern people by recognizing them 
in the distribution of patronrge instead of 
placing an element in office that is objection- 
able to the white people. Ifa man is a demo- 
crat from circumstance but republican from 
principle, give him an office if he wants it and 
is acceptable to the people whom he is to 
serve. 

‘‘Colonel Buck has often promised to use 
his influence in this direction for the true in- 
terest and upbuilding of a white republican 
party in the south, during ‘former republican 
administrations. We naturally expected him 
to begin this time but it seems like he has be- 
come worse than ever.”’ 

Captain J. C. Hendrix. 

Captain J. C. Hendrix was shown a copy of 
THE ConsTITUTION containing Colonel Har- 
ris’s card. 

He did not care to go into particulars, be- 
cause he said he was out of politics; that is, 
he was in the council representing the people 
of Atlanta, and didn’t want, nor even expect- 
ed, to get an office from the republican party. 

“IT have already said that the party, in 
Georgia, in my opinion is just where it wants 
to be,’”” said Colonel Hendrix. ‘‘The bosses 
don’t want any more white menin it. There 
are a few white men in_ charge 
now, and all they want is to keep on 
the right side of a few  negroes— 
just enough to get delegates to the national con- 
vention, and then when the election is carried, 
come back home and divide out the offices 
among themselves. The Georgia republican 
party is a sort of aclose corporation, as I said 
sometime ago. In fact, Colonel Harris has 
put the thing down just about right. 

“I don’t see how any Georgian can run with 
the republican party as it now stands!”’ 

This last remark of Captain Hendrix, one of 
the pioneer republicans, covers the whole 
situation in anutshell. Itcertainly means 
volumes to the administration in any hopes it 
might have in making converts among white 
democrats of the south. 

Mr. Gould Talks. 

Mr. E. F. Gould was seen at his office in the 
Traders’ bank building. 

He is, as he says himself, a strong republi- 
can and a strong protectionist. But he is not 
arepublican of the Wimbish-Buck stripe, as 
he took occasion to say in anything but unde- 
cided tones. 

‘*The republican party is not benefitting the 
negro any more than the negro is benefitting 
the republican party,’’ said Mr. Gould. ‘The 
sooner the negro finds this out, and the sooner 
the party realizes it the better it will be for the 
country. Mr. Harris.is right in what he says 
about the republican party, so-called, not 
wanting any new converts in thestate. Noth- 
ing could be more evident. 

‘‘As it now stends the negro is used simply 
to get office for a few affiliating white 
men, and to afford delegates to the 
republican convention. I am a_ repubili- 
can and shall always believe in the 
principals of that party, as I believea great 
many white democrats do, but am not 
a member of the republican party in the sense 
that Colonel Buck ~construces it. I do not 
know much of the inside of Mr. Buck’s meth- 
ods, and I do not affiliate with him nor his 
coterie of followers. Republicanism in Georgia 
is clearly for the spoils in the office. 

‘By its present course, the republican party 
can never hope to gain the support or respect 
of the white people of the south. It can not 
gain the acsendancy in the south through the 
negro. When the negro vote is dropped and 
the party uses the same force of argument and 
the same principles asare brought to bear in 
the north, the white people of the south will 
feel like coming within its folds. 

“The white people must rule in this country, 
and especially in the south must their in- 
premacy be maintained. You hear no end 
about the race problem. Just as soon as the 
republican party—and you must recollect that 
I am a member of it and expect to be—just as 
soon as it encourages and conciliates the white 
people by letting the negroes go their way, 
then the race problem will solve itself as nat- 
urally as water runs down hill. 

“It is the negro in the hands of unscrupulous 
white politicians that makes a race problem. 
Let the negroes come together with the white 
people of the south, who are their best friends 
and whose interests are their interests, casting 
their votes consistently, and not at the bidding 
of such men as control them now, and then 
there will be no more race problem. Then 
the white people of the south will 
be at liberty to vote as their con- 
victions dictote. As the lines are now drawn 
through the instrumentality of these men 
who have no other interest in the party than 
the gaining of office, the white people of the 
south are, in justice to themselves, bound to 
stand together against any effort toward negro 
supremacy. : 

“‘Harmony is what is wanted. That is what 
should be brought about by all means. But 
it can never be done by one party having 
negroes in positions of authority 
when there are so many available 
honest white men to fill them. The repub- 
lican-party cannot benefit the negro. His in- 
terests are with the white people of the south. 
The sooner they quit voting for a few lazy, 
good for nothing men of their own race, and a 


lot of white men who use them for their own’ f’ 
selfish ends, the sooner they will help theit | | 


own condition. The way the party’/fy bein

ZFOA BANK AT TUREE PER CENT PER 
ANNUM. 


One Hundred Thousand Dollars Secured By 
the Sale of Bonds Six Months Before 
It Is Needed. 


Atlanta is lending money at three per cent a 
year, and is paying |from four to eight per 
cent a year on her bonded indebtedness. 

That is saving at the spigget and— 

Leaking at the bung. 

But as good luck will have it, Atlanta has 
but $100,000 to lend. 

And that loan was the result of an error. 

In July last, Hon. J. H. Goldsmith, comp- 
troller, informed the finance committee of the 
genera! council that $125,000 of Atlanta bonds 
would fall due in January, 1890. 

The information was given so that the 
finance committee might arrange to meet the 
bonded debt at its maturity. 

The maturing bonds, so the comptroller’s re- 
port said, were: 

One hundred bonds of one thousand do!lars 
each, issued October 29, 1890, bearing seven 
per cent interest, payable January, 1890. 

Fifty bonds of five hundred dollars cach, 
f{ssued October 1, 1879, bearing six per cent in- 
terest, payable January 1, 1590. 

PREPARING TO MEET THE DEBT. 

Immediately after the finance committee 
had received the information, Hon. W. A. 
¥lemphill, then a member of the aldermanic 
board and second member of the finance com- 
tirittee, prepared 21 ordinance providing for 
the issuing of $125,000 of Pow bonds, bearing 
four per cent interest. 

The ordinance was presented to the géneral 
council in July and declared that the proceeds 
derived from the sale of the bonds should be 
used in redeeming the $125,000 of bonds fall- 
ing due in January. 

The ordinance was adopted and the neces- 
gary !ezislation was secured. 

Then on the 8th day of October last Mr. 
Taas, of the finance committee, presented an 
ordinance describing the bonds, and it was 
adopted. By the ordinance-the bonds were to 
be for $1,000 each and there:were to be 125 of 
them. 

The bonds were to bear four percent interest 
and to have sixty coupons each. 

Tie coupons were $20 each. 

The interest was to be payable in January 
and July of each year. 

Ths bonds were to mature in January, 1920. 

Soon after the bonds were authorized a copy 
of the design was given to the lithographer, 
nnd the finance committee began negotiating 
the sale. 

MR. INMAN’S FINE WORK. 

Before the lithographer had completed his 
work Mr. Inman, chairman of the finance 
committee, succeeded in disposing of the en- 
tire issue of $25,000 at par. 

This was the finest piece of financiering ever 
done for the city. 

The rate of interest was the lowest ever 
made by the city, and the bonds were disposed 
of withcut a disconnt—the Atlanta National 
bank taking every dollar of them eagerly. 

The lithographer turned over to the city 
125 blank bonds, and ‘in December they 
were filled out and signed by Mayor Glenn, 
Treasurer Orme and Clerk Woodward. 

These three names made them ready for the 
market. 

Then at the right time they were surren- 
dered to Mr. Romare, of the Atlanta National 
bank, and on the first of January last the city 
began paying four per cent on the debt. 

When Mr. Romare received the bonds, 
$125,000 in hard cash went out of his hands 
into the custody of Mr. Orme, city treasurer. 

But $25,000 of the money quickly left Mr. 
Orme. 

Bonds then due representing that amount 
were presented to him and were paid. These 
bonds werejthose issuedin October ’79, and 
were given in payment of Atlanta’s floating 
debt. 

MR. HASS’T CIGAR LIGHTER. 

With the paid bonds in his possession 
Treasurer Orme met the finance committee 
and handed them over. The fifty bonds were 
there, but their beauty had been destroyed by 
the loss of the coupons. The committee gathered 
around the table upon which the 
bonds were resting and indulged in 
a joke or_ two. Then Mr. Haas

ing one of the bonds to a gas jet, remarked: 
‘Inman, you don’t smoke, but I do, and I’]] 
fight this cigar with a $500 bond.”’

Day after day went by andthe hundred 
bonds for $1,000 each were not presented for 
redemption. 

This appeared strange and Comptroller 
Goldsmith referred to his books. 

There he ascertained that these bonds were 
not due until July, 1890, six months later. 
Seeing the mistake he had made, the comp- 
troller called upon Mr. Inman, chairman of 
the finance committee, and acquainted him 
with it. 

THE MONEY GOES A BEGGING. 

Mr. Inman realized that unless something 
could be done, and that at once, too, Atlanta 
would be out of pocket the interest on $100,- 
000 for six months at four per cent a year. 

He quickly went to oak. 

At the treasurer’s office the money was ready 
to redeem the bonds issued in 1870, and Mr. 
Inman decided to make it bring an interest if 
he could. Captain R. J. Lowry, in whose 
bank Treasurer Orme is cashier, offered three 
percent a year for it. Then Mr. Inman called 
upon Mr. Haas and asked himif de didn’t want 
the money. 

‘‘No; money is plentiful,” replied Mr. Haas, 
_“.t is not at all scarce.’’ 

Mr. Inman and Mr. Haas then visited - the 
other banks, but no one wanted the $100,000, 
a was let to Captain Lowry at three per 
cent.

THE SUWANEE CANAL COMPANY 
SELECTS OF FICERS. 


What Will Be Done with the Okefeenokee 
Swamp—The Syndicate Expects to 
Find Phosphates. 


Yesterday morning the purchasers of the 
Okefeenokee swamp met and organized a coim- 
pany under the charter of the Suwanee canal, 
which was a part of the propert;. 

Captain Henry Jackson was elected presi- 
dent and General P. M. B. Young ‘was chosen 
vice-president and secretary. 

The capital stock of the company is $1,000,- 
000 with the privilege of raising it to $3,000,- 
000, when such a course is considered best. 

The gentlemen interested state that the pro- 
visions of the Jaw will be carried out in every 
respect. A survey will be made at once, and 
within thirty days the people of Georgia will 
be-greatly enlightened eoncerning the great 
swamp. 

After the meeting Colonel Coxe, of North 
Carolina, who is one of the principal stock- 
holders, talked about the swamp. 

“T am well pleased,” he said, “‘with the 
purchase, and I have no fears as to the result 
of our investment. My first intimation of 
the intended sale was through the goveinor’s 
advertisement, so you see I had nothing to 
do with the passage of the bill and in fact I 
knew nothing about it.’ 

“What do you propose doing 
property ?’’ 

“We don’t yet know just what we have pur- 
chased, and that must be ascertained before 
anything else is done. We feel certain, how- 
ever, that something can be made out of the 
land, and I believe that before long the state 
wiil realize a consideralte revenue from the 
taxable property which will be placed on the 
market. 

‘‘Iam a great beleiver in the resources un- 
der the surface of the earth. 

“We think that large deposits of phosphates 
may be found and our intentions are to send a 
number of experts to ascertain if our surmises 
are correct. 

“T am largely interested in the coal lands of 
the north and of the south, and I think we 
may find even more than we expect in the 
swamp. Atanyrate by draining it and de- 
veloping that part.of the country we will 
make some excellent farming property and 
the timber alone will bring the money we 
have invested.’’ 

Speaking of the gentlemen who are with 
him, Colonel Coxe said: ‘‘My intention was 

to interest with me in this matter Georgia men 
of the highest standing and the most un- 
doubted character. In securing the co-opera- 
tion of Captain Jackson and General Young I 
feel that I have been entirely successful in 
my plans.’’

ALLIANCE MEETING. 


THE WORK DONE BY THE NATIONAL 
CONVENTION YESTERDAY. 


President Polk Talks About the Alliance in 


the Northwest—Sectionaiism Being 
Abolished —Resolutions Adopted. 


The convention of the National Alliance 
which was called by President L. L. Polk, 
met yesterday morning at the Alliance ex- 
change, 

President Polk called the meeting to order, 
and without delay the delegates cemmenced 
their labors. 

Several matters of great.impertance were 
discussed. It was, however, decided to ap- 
point a press committee, who should give out 
only such information as was considered 
proper. 

The convention held three sessions during 
the day, only adjourning long enough to take 
their meals. It was nearly eleven o’clock at 
nighf when they concluded bitsiness for the 
day. 

Karly this morning the convention will go 
into executive sessien again, and it may be 
tomorrow or even the next day before they 
finally adjourn. 

Resolutions Adopted. 

It was learned from the press committee 
that the following resolutions were adopted 
during the day: 

ATLANTA, Ga.,. March 19, 1890.—Whereas, at 
New Orieans, in September, 1889, a conference was 
had between prominent representatives of the 
cotton growers of the south, and members of the 
cotton exchanges in the United States, an 
agreement was entered into which was to take 
effect on the first day of October there- 
after, fixing the tare on cotton covered 
bales at sixteen pounds, and on jute coveréd bales 
at twenty-four pounds, which was satisfactory to 
alliancemen. And, whereas, by the opposition of 
several important cotton exchanges, this agree- 
ment was rendereda nulity. And, whereas, we 
invited the cotton exchanges of this country to 
a conference on this same subject at St. Louis on 
December 5th, [889, which they refused to notice by 
letter or otherwise. And, whereas, our president, 
Colonel L. L. Polk, recently urged upon these par- 
ties to express their wishes or plan for an adjust- 
ment of this question, at a meeting to be heid in 
Atlanta, Ga., March 19, 1890, and only one reply 
was received with encouragement and that from 
Mr. James Tobin, of Augusta. And, whereas, 
after a careful consideration of the whole sub- 
ject in all “its phases, .we, the  presi- 
dents and accredited representatives of the

WHETUER ATLANTA WILL BUY THE 
OLD CAPITOL, 
An Arrangement Made with the Messrs 
Hurt, Collins and Kiser and an Ordi- 
nance Adopted—Election April 23d.

It is now arranged that the people of At- 
lanta will say whether they want the old cap- 
itol or not. The election will be held on 
April esd. 

The general council met yesterday in pur- 
suance of the mayor’s call to consider the old 
capitol purchase. Alderman Hutchison pre- 
sided, and there were present Councilmen 
Hirsch, Kinyon, Meador, McBride, Robbins, 


-Kontz, Hendrix, King, Hulsey and Lambert, 


and Aldermen Hutchison, Howell, Haas, 


’ Middiebrooks, Woodward and Reinhardt. 


Alderman Howell explained the situation 
with reference to the purchase of the old cap- 
itol, and Mr. McBride asked how the deferred 
payments could be arranged with the gentle- 
men who bid off the property. 

“They don't care anything about that,”’ said 
Mr. Howell; ‘‘they will simply allow the city 
to take the bid off their hands.”’ 

At this juncture Messrs. Hurt, Kiser and 
Collins entered the hall and were asked to 
gtate their proposition to the city. 

Mr. Hurt rose and said: 

“T reprosent myself in the tender of this cap- 
{tol tothe city. Ifthe city does not care to 
take it, these gentlemen will be interested with 
me in the purchase. We have not bought this 
property for the purpose of speculation, either 
upon tha city or the state, but give you an op- 
portunity cheaply to buy it. We simply say to 
you, you can comply with the terms of the 
gale. As to how ilong you will be given to do 
that, lcean’t say. You will have to confer 
with the governor. I understand that this re- 
quirement of ten days was not in the act. If 
that be true, Limagine that arrangement can 
be made. We have paid the $5,000. 
I gave a certified check for _ that 
yesterday. Inthe meantime, we must know 
what will be done about it.’’ 

Alderman Middlebrooks wanted to know if 
an arrangement could not be made with the 
bidders to advance the $5,000 forfeit and the 
cash payment. the city paying interest, mean- 
while. 

Mr. Hurt said it would embarrass the pur- 
chasers to take the property, and give the city 
thirty days to-decide, unless there was an un- 
derstanding with the governor. 

“On that point,’’ said he, “I will ask Alder- 
man Howell to state the result of his confer- 
ence with the governor.” 

“T have a communication from the governor 
and he says he finds, on examination of the 
law. that he has no discretion,’’ said Mr. 
Howell. 

“If they don’t vote to buy this building then 
we would pay you back the $65,000 that has to 
be paid in ten days,’’ said Mr. Collins. 

Some one asked if the purchasers would hold 
the building as security for the $65,000. 

‘Do you propose to borrow the money from 
us?’ said Mr. Collins. “I should think the 
best way would be to go toa bank and borrow 
money to make the first payment.” 

“We have $125,000 in money that wont be 
paid out until.July,” said Alderman Howell 
“We can pay the $65,000 out of that, and if 
the people say they don’t want the building, 
you say you will pay the money back to us?” 

“T am willing to do that,” said Mr. Collins. 

“J will say this,’’ remarked Mr. Kiser, ‘‘we 
propose to act in perfect good faith about this 
property. 1f the city wants it they can have 
it, but we are not anxoius for them to take it.’’ 

‘‘I feel that the peaple ought to be heard,’’ 
said Mr. Howell, ‘‘they are the sovereigns, and 
if this question does not go to them a very 
great injustice will be done to the people of 
Atlanta. Iam satisfied that they are anxious 
to get this property at the price. Itisextreme- 
ly cheap and if the people want it they ought 
to have it.” 

Some one asked whether the $125,000 had 
been appropriated for other purposes. 

Mr. Haas stated that the finance committee 
had been informed that $125,000 was due in 
January for maturing bonds, and they made 
arsangements with the Atlanta National bank 
for $125,000 of new bonds totake up the old 
ones. The new bonds were issned, and the 
bank paid the money for them. It turned out 
that the comptroller had made a 
mistake and the bonds were not due 
until the ist of July. That was the 
reason why the money now lay in bank. Mr. 
Inman had called his attention to the error 
and said Captain Lowry had _ kindly consented 
to take the money at three per cent, and Mr, 
Inman asked him if the Capital City bank 
could give more. They did not want it, and 
Mr. Inman suggested that he go round to the 
other banks and see if they would give more 
than three per cent interest for the use of the 
money. He told Mr. Inman that it would 
hardly be worth while, but he went any how, 
and found none of them would give more. So 
the money was put in Mr. Lowry’s bank, where 
it was drawing three per cent interest. 

‘“‘How was it that the finance committee 
could lend this money to the bank ?”’ said Mr. 
Hendrix, ‘‘and this council cten’t lend it for 
any other purpose ?”’ . 

*“‘The money hed to be there,’”’ replied Mr. 
Haas, ‘I don’t think there is anything in the 
point Mr. Hendrix makes.”’ - 

“T don’t say anything was wrong,’’ replied 
Mr. Hendrix, “but Bob Lowry is not the 
treasurer.’’ 

“Captain Hendrix is entitled to all the 
credit he can get out of that,’’ said Mr. Haas. 

‘‘T made no point on that,’”’ said Mr. Hen- 
drix. 

**T make this point,’’ said Mr. Howell, “‘that 
if the finance committee has the right to make 
three per cent from Captain Lowry, the coun- 
cil has the right to make 150 per cent clear 
profit on this building.”’ 

“T didn’t know the city was going into areal 
estate speculation,’ said Mr. Haas. 

Mr. McBride, of the finance committee, 
said he did not think the city would have the 
right to demand that money of Captain Lowry, 
now.

If byselling the two 
houses of the fire department and putting out 
long time bonds for the rest of the money he 
might be in favor of it, but he opposed any

Mr. Howell thought captious objections 
were being made. 

Mr. Meador thanked the alderman for the 
fine scheme he had devised for borrowjng 
$133,000. 

Mr. Hulsey said the first $62,500 was to be 
raised by the exchange of the city’s real estate 
investment, the rest by bonds. If it got no 
better property it would be no worse off. The 
interest of the $62,500 to be so raised by bonds 
would be much less than the rent of the pres- 
ent quarters. But the city would get property 
much more valuable. The present city quar- 
ters were too small and the clerk had told him 
in case of fire the city might lose $125,000 
worth of fifas. The old capitol contained a 
vault as good as there was in Atlanta. 

Alderman Woodward wanted the resolution 
to state exactly how the money would be 
raised. If it went to the ople 
it ought to go in definite form. He for 
one would oppose any plan that contemplated 
the sejling of the two engine houses po -con- 
——- of the fire department on one side of 

wn. 

In the course of his remarks Mr. Woodward 
said nearly everybody said something about 
Mr. Haas and the sewer bonds. He thought 
it was unkind. Mr. Haas had faithfully dis- 
charged his duty, and no such insinuations 
ought to be made. If the people did not want 
the sewer bonds let them say so, but don’t 
make insinuations. There was no job in the 
bonds. 

The Ordinance Adopted. 


City Attorney Goodwin had.been busy all 
this time, and now rose to suggest an ordi- 
nance which he thought would serve to get 
the matter before the people properly. The 
council could fill out the details. 

The council then went through the ordi- 
nance in detail, passing it to the second read- 
ing in the following shape: 

Vhereas, The mayor and genera) council of the 
city of Atlanta desire to purchase the old capitol 
building on Forsyth and Marietta streets in said 
city for a city hall for said city and to pay $125,500 
for the same in cash on the day after the vote by 
the qualified voters of the city in favor of the 
same or so soon thereafter as can belegally done, 
for which bonds of said city are to be issued, bear- 
ing interest from date at four per cent per annum 
and to be paid in not a thirty years. 

Theretore, Be it ordained by the mayor and 
‘eneral council aforesaid that an election shall be 
1e!d on the 30th day of April, 1890, to determine 
the question whether said purchase shall be made 
and the indebtedness incurred for the same as 
herein above named, and that notice to the people 
(qualified voters of said city) be published in THE 
ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, the paper in which the 
sheriff's advertisements of said county are pub- 
lished, and also in the Atlanta Journal for the 
space of thirty days next preceding the day of 
saidelection. The interest on said bonds to be 
paid semi-annually on the first day of January 
and July of each year. 

f the issue or execution of said bonds is voted 
by the requisite two-thirds of the qualified voters 
of said city, then and before the proposed debt is 
incurred, an ordimance or ordinances shall be 
passed providing for theexecution or issue of said 
bonds, and making provision at the same time for 
the assessment and collection of annual taxes suf- 
ficient in amount to pay the principal and interest 
of said debt as the same becomes payable, as here- 
in above provided, but this shall not operate to in- 
crease the annual taxes on real estate or personal 

roperty beyond the charter rate of one and one- 

alf per cent per annum 

At said election the voters shall have 
written on their ballots: “For Ok 
Bonds,” or “Against Ol : Capitol Bonds.” 

Said e’ection will occur on the same day as the 
election on water bonds. 

Each voter may, on the same ballot, vote with 
reference to *‘water bonds”? and “sewer bonds,”’ 
or either, as by said former ordinance provided, 
and with reference also to the old capitol bonds, 
or may vote with reference to either water bonds, 
sewer bonds, or one or more, or all, 

And voters as to the old capitol bonds shall have 
registered as by ordinance provided for registra- 
tion of voters for the election herein provided for 
shall be conducted and held as said election as to 
water bonds and sewer bonds. 

After the second reading the ordinance was 
generally discussed, Messrs. King, Woodward, 
Haas and Meador opposing it, and Messrs. 
Howell, McBride, Middlebrooks, Reinhardt 
and Kontz favoring it. Mr. McBride did not 
think the proposition a good one, but he 
thought the people ought to have a chance to 
say what they wanted. 

Though his individual judgment was against 
it, Mr. Woodward was willing to let the peo- 
ple vote on it. He did not think, however, 
that it came with good grace from the council 
to send the people a measure they could not 
recommend. the aldermanic board Monday 
was four to one against it, and the council six 
to four forit. He understood the two mem- 
bers of the council then absent opposed the 
purchase. That made it six tosix. 

Mr. Howell said his whole object was to 
give the city a chance at a proposition which 
he thought was the best the city would ever 
have. 

Mr. Haas thought it would — the 
waterworks and sewer bonds. e was willing 
for the people to judge of his action in regard 
to sewers. If they did not want the sewer 
bonds when they came to vote on the question, 
‘let them pour it back into the jug.”’ 

Mr. Meador said these bonds with those for 
the waterworks and sewers would run the city’s 
bonded debt up to $2,705,000. The limit was 
$2,800,000. Next year the city would need 
$250,000 more bonds for the waterworks and 
this $125,000 for the capitol would be an ob- 
stacle. 

Mr. Kontz had opposed the purchase but 
found the people almost unanimously in favor 
of the project and he would vote for the ordi- 
nance. 

The ordinance went to a vote and was 
adopted, Messrs. Kinyon, McBride, Robbins, 
Hendricks, Kontz and Lambert voting for it, 
and Messrs. Hirsch and Meador against it. 
Messrs. King opposing, and Hulsey favoring 
the ordinance, were paired. 

The aldermanic board then convened during 
a recess of ‘the general council, and the ordi- 
nance was adopted. Aldermen Howell, Mid- 
dlebrooks and Reinhardt favoring, and Messrs. 
Woodward and Haas opposing the measure. 

The general council re-convened, the ordi- 
nance was declared adopted, and the meeting 
was adjourned. 

Will the Sale Be Declared Void? 

Yesterday afternoon there was a sensational 
rumor to the effect that several citizens had 
been to the governor and complained that at 
the sale of the old capitol the city’s namie was 
used in-such a way as to shut off competition, 
and that there was practically but one bid. 
The rumor was to the effect also that the gov- 
ernor was looking into the matter and was 
seeking legal advice in the premises. 

Judge Nisbet was asked the question: 

‘‘Has any claim been made that the sale of 
the capitol was not valid?” 

“T don’t know,’’ said he. 

‘‘Have you heard of any such claim ?’’ 

“*T don’t know.”’ 

‘‘Has anybody been here to see the governor 
about it ?’’ 

‘‘T don’t know; you see I can be the worst 
kind of a know-nothing when I try.” 

The governor was telephoned several times 


last night, but was absent from home.

THE FLORIDA SO SOUTH ERN PUP THERE 
BY AJUDGMENT OF COURT. 


About the Carnesville Railrodd—Fort Payne, 
Alaz., to Gainesville, Ga.—Railroad 
Work Throughout the State. 


The Florida Southern railway—268 miles 
from Palatka to Punta Gorda, with a total 
mileage of about 380 miles—is in the hands of 
a receiver. 

It was pat there yesterday. 


The St. Johns and Lake Eustis division is 


not effected by the receivership, which has 
been operated by the Florida Southern, but is 
an entirely indepéndent system. 

No change is to be made in the management 
of the road,-and all the present.efiicers are to 
be re-appeinted. The details are given ina 
special from Jacksonville. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., March 19.—The 
Florida Southern railroad was yesterday placed 
in the hands of @ receiver by Judge Swayne, 
of the United States circuit court. A bill of 
foreclosure was filed by the holders of first 
mortgage bonds on the road. There are two 
classe# of these ; one issued on the property of 
the main line, the other on the Charlotte Har- 
bor division. They aggrigate $3,000,000. 
Henry D. Hyde, of Boston, appeared as coun- 
sel for the American Loan and Trust com- 
pany, of Boston, trustees on the first formed 
class,and J. Lewis Stackpole, of Boston, as 
counsel for the New Enngland Trust com- 
pany, trustees of the second class. 

Horatio Bisbee, of thiscity, is also associated 
with them as ‘counsel, and Fletcher and 
Wurtz, of this city, are attorneys for the road. 
Joseph R. Parrett, ‘of this city, general counsel 
of the Jacksonville, Tampa and Key West 
system, was appointed receiver. T he latter 
csmpany is owner of a majority of the stock of 
the Florida Southern, an 
der a practical consolidation nearly two years. 
These $3,000,000 in bends are held largely in 
New England. They bear six per cent inter- 
est, but since July 1, 1883, no interest has been 
paid. The accumulated interest account, there- 

ore, amounts to nearly $360,000. This action 
was taken at the request of holders of about 
ninety per cent of the bonds, and was taken 
to facilitate the settlement of the effects of the 
company, and to perfect its organization. 

The St. Johns and Lake Eustis division of 
the road is not affected by this receivership. 
It is an entirely independent corporation, al- 
though operated by the Florida Southern. 
Receiver Parrott says that no change will be 
made in the manner of operating the road, 
and that all the present officers will be re- 
appointed. 

Congressman John W. Candior, of Boston, 
is president of the Florid a Southern, and origi- 
nally a large stockholder in it. The road runs 
through a sparsely settled country, especially 
the Charlotte Harbor division, and it has been 
unabie toearn revenue suflicient to meet its 
interest account. 

The Carnesville Road. 

It looks as if the Carnesville road is to be 
built this year. 

It will if the Richmond and Danville or the 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern either take 
hold of it. 

The Carnesville Enterprise says of it: 


“The president and directors of the Carnes- 
ville railroad will be ready to make a proposi- 
tion to the Richmond and Danville company 
by the Ist of April, which is only two weeks 
off. They should demand in that proposition, 
if accepted, that work begim’promptly and be 
pushed to completion as soon as practicable. 
The people who are interested in this road 
cannot satisfactorily wait until it suits every- 
body’s convenience for the road to be built. 
If, however, the Richmond and Dan- 
ville company refuses to accept 
our proposition of eight or ten 
thousand dollars as a gratis subscription, or to 
grade and crosstie the road and turn it over to 
them, then it is our duty, without delay, to 
look elsewhere for the securing of the road. 
Carolina 
and Northern road ten thousand dollars if our 
proposition to the Richmond and Danville 
company is not accepted. We believe Madi- 
son and Athens will each give tlie same to 


secure a road from Carnesville to Athens, by 
way of Danielsville. And considering the 
business tliat such a road would do, we believe 
Carolina and Northern road 
would complete it. The Richmond and Dan- 
ville company have had their own way about 
freight in northeast Georgia for a Jong time, 
and may think that they can hold their pat- 
ronage whether they do anything for the 


| county or not, but we believe the Georgia, 


Carolina and Northern will take much of their 
freights if they don’t give us better transporta- 
tion.’ 

From Rome. 

It is stated upon reliable authority that 
within the past few days a company has been 
organized in Rome for the purpose of con- 
structing a short line of railroad from Rome to 
Taylor’s Ridge and other ore banks. 

The territory to be opened up is rich in min- 
erals, and the road is a necessity for its devel- 
opment. 

It is said that work is to begin in a short 
while. 

Fort Payne to Gainesville. 


The northwest Georgia people are interested 
again in the talk abouta railroad from Fort 
Payne to Gainesville. The Ringgold New 
South says of it: 

Captain Dodd, of Fort Payne, Ala., the general 
agent for the Alabama Great Southern Railroad 
and Land company, is camfident that the road will 
be built at an ®arly day. To a New South reporter 
last week he stated that the building of this line 
with the Alabama Great Southern railroad at 
Fort Payne will make it one of the greatest 
through lines in this county. 

He says that the road will be bullt through 
Ringgold. 

A party of English capitalists are interested in 
the scheme and will next month go over the terri- 
tory to definitely decide upon arvute. Then, con- 
sidering the earnestness with which these gentle- 
men push matters of this kind, work will be com- 
menced immediately. 

Macon and Birmingham, 

The route beyond LaGrange, between that 
place and Birmingham, has never been decided 
upon. 

The Alabama towns in that section are very 
much interested in the matter. 

Sylacanga, the terminus of the Anniston 
and Atlantic, which was purchased recently 
by the Louisville and Nashville, is said to 
have been definitely decided upon as one point 
on the line. 

The town is ona boom in consequence. If 
the report is true it gives Sylacanga the very 
best railroad facilities and puts herin the front 
rank amongst the towns of that section.

HIS WIFE’s HUSBAND.

Old Man John Brackett Says His Wife Is the 
Head of the Family. 

It is not often that a man, under eath, re- 
nounces his birthright to acknowledge his wife 
head of the family. 

It was done yesterday, however, in United 
States.court,and in all probability. the state- 
ment was entirely trre. 

Both the man and his wife are .well known 
in court circles, and the general sympathy 
shown in .the old man’s behalf goes to show 
that his statement is credited by those in posi- 
tion to judge. 

The case is an interesting one, and goos to 
show how blind justice is in some legal pre- 
sumptions. 

The priscner was John Brackett 
of Mrs. John Brackett. 

Mrs. John Brackett is known all over north 
Georgia as the ‘‘“Murray county giantess.” 
She is considerably more than six feet tall, 
raw-boned, fierce-tempeéred and as strong as a 
mule. 

Not long ago, it will be remembered, she 
routed a lot of revenue officers who had come 
to destroy her still. She caught them at the 
still, cursed them until her generous stock of 
oaths was exhausted, and then scattered the 
posse with a’Winehoster rifle. : 

It issaid that she can out-run,,out-jump, 
and out-shoot any man in Murray county, and 
has never been thrown to the ground in a fair, 
old-fashioned Indian hug. Being a woman 
she has never mastered the locks and trips. 

The still in question was very near the 
Bratkett household. The law presumes that 
the head of the family is responsible for the 

iolation of law in misdemeanor cases 
character. It is taken for granted that 
s too timid to violate the law of her own 

‘count, and that when she does violate the 
law it is done under coercion. It is pre- 
suined, of course, that the husband is the head 
of the family. 

So, though old Mrs, Brackett swore that she 
owned the still and-run it, and that her hus- 
band had nothing to do with it, the warrant 
was taken out against her husband. 

He was tried yesterday before Judge New- 
man, Hon. W. C. Glenn representing him. 

The old man’s plea was that his wife had 
entire controlof the still—that he had never 
had anything to do with it. 

‘‘But the law,’’ said Judge Newman, “‘holds 
the head of the family responsible.”’ 

“Tt’s her still.”’ 

“But the head of the family is responsible. ” 

‘‘Well, b’fo’ God, jedge, she’s the head er 
that family, sho’.”’ 

There was a broad smile on his honor’s face. 

‘The man is the stronger—”’ 

‘Umph, humph,” granted the prisoner in 
protest, ‘‘she kin down me ever’ time. That 
still’s the old ’oman’s, jedge. She’s the head 
er that fam’ly.”’ 

‘*That’s the law‘ though.’’ 

‘Jedge,”’ persisted the prisoner, earnestly, 
‘‘she kin whip three er me.’’ 

The old man was evidently in earnest, and 
tried hard to convince the court that no mat- 
ter what the law said, his wife was the head 
of the family. 

He was finally convicted. The presumption 
of law held,and he went to jail for being 
legally, at least, head of the family. His sen- 
tence was a light one, and even the prosecut- 
ing attorney was gratified at the leniency 
shown.

ONE OF tH1EM WAS A MEMBER OF 
FUE WASHINGTON FAMILY. 


JIe Was Also Betrothed to General Lee's 
Daughter—The Ending of a Daring Ad- 
venture Within the Federal Lines. 

From the Louisville Courier-Journal, 

WASHINGTON, March 12.—An_ iivestigation 
of the case of William Orton Williams and 
Walter G. Peter, respectively a colonel anda 
lieutenant in the confederate army, Who were 
hanged as spies, is under way. 

Who were the two men who met such an ig- 
nominious death, and what was the crime they 
had committed ? 


Willian’). Williams, a direct and lineal de- . 


gcendant of Mrs. George Washington, was, in 
the early part of the year 1861, an aide on the 
staff of General Winfield Scott. General Lee 
was the chief of staff. Young Williams was 
nota graduate of West Point, but his powwer- 
ful family connections and many graces of 
body and mind had secured for hin a lieuten- 
ancy in the regular army. Williams was devo- 
‘tedly attached to Eleanor Agnes, the daughter 
of General Lee, andalthough his brother, Major 
Lawrence A. Williams, and numerous relatives 
were tirm in their adhesion to the union, he 
did not hesitate to follow Lee’s example and 
go over to the south, His fine military bear- 
ing and varied accomplishments secured him a 
comission at once as colonel of artillery, and 
he was assigned to duty with Bishop General 
Polk, then commanding in western Kentucky. 
A disciplinarian of the strictest sort, he became 
involved in a difficulty with a private soldier, 
which resulted in the latter’s death. His cour- 
age and yallantry at the battle of Shiloh could 
not restore him to popularity.and he was trans- 
ferred to the staff of General Bragg, then in 
command of Tennessee, where he remained 
till June 1, 1565. 

In the summer of 1862 General Buell retreated 
with his army across the states of Tennessee 
and Kentucky to the Ohio river, at which the 
confederates were greatly elated. General 
Rosecrans took command of the army of the 
Cumberland, recruited its depleted forces, and 
marched south to Nashville in the latter part 
of the same year. General Bragg with the 
flower of the southern army, was at Murfrees- 
boro, about thirty miles southeast of Nashville. 
Both sides were determined to give battle, and 
the conflict premised decisive results. Roge- 
crans began the fighting "@n the last’ day of 
December, 1862. At.the close of the day the 
advantages were most decidedly in favor of 
the confederates, but the union general held 
his ground, and on the second day of January 
Bragg was driven back with great slaughier. 

Such was the situation when Colonel Wil- 
liams conceived the daring enterprise which 
cost him his life and the Hfe of his cousin, 
Lieutenant Walter G. Peters. From his expe- 
rience in Washingten, Williams knew how 
business was conducted and orders issued at 
the war department. Disguised in federal 
uniforms, Williams and his cousin, whom he 
had induced to join him in the hazardous un- 
dertaking, presented themselves at the en- 
trance of Fort Granger and demanded admis- 
sion late in the afternoon of June 8, 1863. 
They rode fine horses and presented orders in 
regular form from the secretary of war ‘‘to in- 
spect minutely the departments of the Olfio 
and Cumberland.’’ Williams was described 
as Colonel Lawrence W. Auton, and Peters as 
Major George Dunlop. Their arrival occa- 
Bioned no little surprise, for the fort was prac- 
tically invested by the enemy. Across the 
face of the envelope containing the various 
forged orders was written a pass which bore 
the forged signature of General Garfield, chief 
of staff. Williams and Peters represented that 
they had been surprised by a party of rebels 
while taking dinner at Eaglesville, near Mur- 
freesbora; that their orderlies, overcoats, and 
baggage had been captured, and that they 
themselves had barely escaped with their lives. 

After they had given the fort a thorough in- 
Bpection, they borrowed $50 of Colonel Baird, 
on the plea they were destitute of many nec- 
essary articles and they desired to-go to Nash- 
ville that night. 

Just as the two spies were passing out of the 
fort, Colonel Louis D. Watkins entered, fol- 
lowed only by an orderly. As he rode by Wil- 
liams he caught a glimpse of his side face, and 
a consciousness of recognition came over him. 
Riding up to Colonel Baird, he inquired who 
the men were he met as he came into the fort. 

“They are inspecting officers of the United 
States army,’’ replied Baird, ‘‘and have just 
been making us a visit.”’ 

“There must be some mistake,’’ remarked 
Watkins. ‘I think I recognize one of these 
men as an old army officer now in the confed- 
erate service.”’ 

After a moment’s consultation Watkins and 
his orderly, started in pursuit of Williams and 
Peters, though they were riding rapidly toward 
Nashville. As Watkins rode along he instructed 
his orderly to unsling his carbine and fire on 
the two menif they refused to return to the 
fort. 

in a pleasant tone of voice, Colonel Watkins 
informed them that Colonel Baird desired to 
#ee them before they went to Nashville. 
Like Major Andre, Williams for an instant 
lost his presence of mind. His hand was laid 
upon his pistol, and he put spurs to his horse. 
Seeing no others in pursuit, however, and re- 
assured by the easy tone and manner of Colonel 
Watkins, he consented to return to the fort. 

As they rode along Watkins remarked that 
he would not trouble them toreturn to the fort, 
but they might halt at his quarters, near the 
turnpike, and he would send to Colonel Baird. 
Dismounting, they entered Watkin’s tent, and 
ere they could stammer out a protest, discov- 
ercd they were prisoners. They stormed and 
raved, and threatened to denounce Watkins 
and Baird to the secretary of war; but the de- 
monstrations only served to confirm Colonel 
Watkins in his suspicions. Their swerds and 
caps were examied, and their names, followed 
by the initials, 5. C. A., were revealed on the 
blades, linings, etc. 

The full facts of the case, as detailed above, 
were at once laid before General Rosecrans, and 
then General Garfield telegraphed in reply to 
inquiries by Colonel Baird that no such men 
were in the union army; that they were un- 
doubtedly spies from theenemy. At midnight 
a despatch was received from headquarters or- 
dering Colonel Baird to convene a courtmar- 
tial instantly, and to hang the two men before 
morning if found to be spies. 

The excitement within the limits of Fort 
Granger was intense, as an eyewitness de- 
scribes it to the writer. The court had little 
else to do than to take the confession of the 

‘ prisoners. At 3:25 a.m., Colonel Baird tele- 
graphed the startling news to headquarters 
that Colonel Williams was a first cousin of 

General Robert E. Lee, and adding: ‘Must I 
hang him? If you can direct me to send him 
to be hung somewhere else I would like it.” 
After the delay of an hour a telegram from 
headquarters arrrived, saying: ‘‘The general 
commanding directs that the two spies, if 
found guilty, be hung at once’’ These mes- 
gages are on record. 

The first glimmer of daylight found men at 
work constructing a scaffold. While these 
preparations were going on, the condemned 
prisoners wrote letters to their friends, giving 
directions as to the disposition of their worldly 
eifects, and received the sacrament from the 
hands of the Rev. Robert P. Taylor, chaplain 
of the Seventy-eighth Illinois infantry. At 9 
o'clock Captain Alexander, in charge of the 
fearful proceedings, reported that all was in 
readiness. The troops of the garrison and vi- 
cinity were disposed in an open square around 
the spot assigned for the execution. The pris 
oners were conducted through the gate-way of 
the fort, across an open space of ground 
in the rear, to a cherry, tree, where two ropes 
hung dangling within eight feet of the ground, 
ready for the enactment of the heartrending 
scene. Two plain coffins lay in open sight. 
As Lieutenant Peter’s gaze fell upon this 
dreadful machinery of death, a strange terror 
seized him, and he os eT to weep. 

‘Dry those tears and die like a man,” cried 
Williams. 

After the ropes had been adjusted, Williams 
clasped Peter@ in his arms and said; ‘‘Good-by, 
Peters, let us die like brave men.’’ 3 

The scene was one of an awful solemnity. 
Many of those present averted their faces, fin 
ing themselves erless to gaze upon the sor- 
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and placed in the coffins, dressed as they were. 

Both of the men were gold lockets, secured 

chains around their uecks. That worn p 

Jonel Williams contained a portrait of his 
intended wife, with a braid of her hair. Lieu- 
tenant Peter’s locket held a likeness of his 
wife. It was in accordance with the wishes of 
the men that these leockets and portraits were 
burried with them. That same day a single 
grave inthe burying ground of the tow of 
Franklin received the bodies of these two 
officers.
